Seekin g Revival F o r SST Pro ject 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A leadership - 
backed attemp t to resurrect the sup ersonic- 
transp ort p lane headed for a House vote 
today and no one was p redicting the 
outcome. 
Backers and foes of the 1,8 00-mile-an- 
hour p lane ag reed there was a chance the 
House would ap p rove-enoug h money to 
continue develop ment of the SST throug h 
June 30. 
“My g uess is that we’re g oing to have 
one helluva job,” said Rep . Eklward P. 
Boland, D-Mass.. an SST backer. 
The vote was on an amendment to turn 
an $8 5.3-million SST contract-termination 
allocation in a $6 .8 -billion sup p lemental 


ap p rop riation bill into continuation of the 
1,8 00-mile-an-hour SST’s develop ment. 
Sp eaker Carl Albert backed the drive. 
House Rep ublican Leader Gerald R. Ford 
help ed draft the amendment, then worked 
behind the scenes to line up sup p ort for it. 
Backers had p inned their hop es for 
House turnabout on the abrup t lay off of 
some 
15,000 SST workers across the 
country following Cong ress’ scrap ing of the 
p rog ram. They also banked on France’s 
announced determination to move to the 
top in aviation with the Ang lo-French 
Concorde SST. 
And. p rop onents hop ed to p ick up votes 
from a small number of cong ressmen who 


voted ag ainst the SST in March but now 
want ap p roval of a $250-million loan 
g uarantee to keep Lockheed Corp . defense 
work g oing in their districts. 
The House voted 215 to 204 in March to 
halt all federal funds for develop ment of 
two SST p rototy p es and the Senate voted 51 
to 46 to halt the money . 


The new $8 5.3 milUon would renew the 
p rog ram until June 30. Cong ress would 
then face another fig ht over SST for the 
fiscal y ear starting July 1. 


Rep ublican Leader Ford said the Nixon 
administration had nothing to do with the 
SST resurrection drive.

Missouri House today p assed. 8 8 -6 3, a bill 
under which the state would p rovide 
aux iliary services for students at nonp ublic 
schools. 
Such shared time bills reg ularly have 
failed in the p ast decade in the Missouri 
Leg islature. 
Under the bill, p ublic funds could be 
used to p rovide such thing s as crossing 
g uard service, remedial reading , sp ecial 
training for the handicap p ed, audio visual 
aid, g uidance counseling and so on for stu­ 


dents of nonp ublic schools as well as p ublic 
schools. 
A fiscal note attached 
to the bill 
p redicted it would cost about $3.4 million a 
y ear to p rovide the ex tra services to all 
school children.

John N. Mitchell, comp aring last week’s 
antiwar p rotesters in the nation’s cap ital 
to Hitler’s Brownshirts of the 19 20s, has 
p raised Washing ton p olice for stop p ing “ a 
rep ressive mob from robbing the rig hts of 
others.’’ 
Police in the cap ital blocked attemp ts by 
May day demonstrators to close down 
g overnment activity with 12,000 arrests 
over four day s. 
Mitchell told the California Peace Of­ 
ficers Association Monday that “ nothing 
else could have been done’’ to stem events 
that he said were p art of “g rowing threat 
to civil rig hts in this country .’’ 
“ I am p roud of the Washing ton City 
p olice,’’ he said. “I am p roud that they 
stop p ed a rep ressive mob from robbing 
the rig hts of others.’’ 
Mitchell took issue with those he termed 
“ sideliners step p ing forward to sy mp athize 
with the lawbreakers and fault the p olice’’ 
for the way May day p rotesters were 
arrested. 
He said one senator, whom he later 
identified 
as 
Lee 
Metcalf, 
D-Mont., 
“drag g ed out the tired old comp arison with 
the Nazis’’ in reference to Washing ton 
p olice. 
“ Perhap s it is g ood that he broug ht this 
up ,’’ Mitchell said, “ because I would like to 
recall another g roup of civilians who 
roamed the streets of Germany in the 
19 20s, bully ing p eop le, shouting down 
those who disag reed with them and 
deny ing 
other 
citizens 
their c i vi l 
rig hts.’’

The measure Randall is attemp ting to 
block involves requirements that farmers 
be required to carry medical certificates 
and p ass federal road tests if they are 
to op erate farm tractors or trucks on 
hig hway s, he said. 
Randall 
succeeded 
last January 
in 
g aining a six -months susp ension of the new 
reg ulations 
from 
the 
Dep artment 
of 
Transp ortation. 
“I am p leased to announce 1 have 
introduced leg islation which will free farm 
op erations in Missouri and every where else 
in America from the ill-advised reg ulations 
p rop osed by the dep artm ent...’’ Randall 
said. 
He said 57 other members of Cong ress 
had joined in identical leg islation and 
added that “it is badked by p ractically 
every farm org anization in the country , all 


the way from the Farm Bureau to the 
Farmers Union. 
“The 
main 
objective 
of 
the 
new 
leg islation is to relieve all farm trucks from 
the restrictive ruling s if they are op erated 
in a sing le state and further if the truck is 
used to transp ort farm p roduce or livestock 
to or from the truck owner’s farm ,’’ 
Randall said. 
• 
“Our bill,’’ he added, “will take away 
the rig id licensing requirements also, 
which the Transp ortation Dep artment now 
so wrong ly p rop oses.’’ 


He said that the requirements were 
reasonable and effective “ ...fo r larg e- 
scale over-the-road transp ortation’’ but not 
for farm op erations.

harassment but they are crip p ling to our 
farmers, and along with some other 
members of the House, I will do my best to 
see that these silly reg ulations never g o 
into p ermanent effect," he said.

JEFFERSON Q TY (AP) - A bill to bail 
out the Kansas City Transit sy stem with a 
half-cent sales tax was advanced by the 
Missouri Senate today . 
The voice vote p ut it into p osition for 
later p assag e after the Seng te adop ted an 
amendment limiting the taxing p ower to 
Sep t. 30,19 7 3. 
Prop onents of the tax estimated it 
would p roduce about $6 million a y ear and 
said the emerg ency revenue is needed to 
p rotect bus service for some 44,000 Kansas 
City residents. 
Under the bill, the city council could 
levy and tax and contract with the area 
transp ortation authority for continued 
bus service. Efforts to p ut the p rop osal to 
a vote of the p eop le were defeated last 
week and were ruled out of order today .

SAIGON (AP) — A defector from North 
Vietnam said today that Hanoi subjects 
American p risoners of war to “ brutal in­ 
terrog ation" and ex p loits them intensively 
for strateg ic and p rop ag anda p urp oses. 
Dr. Dang Tan. a fw m er Communist 
p arty official in the North, said tl|e 
Communists “ usually p ut the p risoners on 
p arade throug h the streets of Hanoi and 
other cities.” 
Tan, who came to South Vietnam four 
y ears ag o and defected 20 m o n t^ ag o. said 
in a p rep ared statement read to a news 
conference: 
“American POWs are subjected to all 
brutal interrog ation methods which the 
North Vietnamese skillfully emp loy to 


ex tract 
information 
from 
them 
This 
includes brainwashing and p olitical in 
doctrination. It is the objective of th<* 
Central Committee p olicies to win over 
the minds of the American POWs. 
“The 
Central 
Committee 
of 
North 
Vietnam considers that American POWs 
must be intensively ex p loited, both for 
strateg ic, intellig enc*e and for p rop ag anda 
p urp oses. The Ministry of Public Security 
and the Ministry of National Defense of 
North Vietnam comp ete with each other 
for the ejqjloitation of the American POWs.

countries, including the Soviet Union, 
Communist China.

Tan said Hanoi will not release all of the

future" because “the Communists believe 
the POWs are very comp etent and will be 
useful to them in the future. They are 
try ing to use their talents now ... Those 
POWs will not have a chance to g o home." 
Tan, a slig ht, besp ectacled man of 42, 
defected in late Sep tember 19 6 9 in Pleiku 
Province 
in

Communist p arty in 19 48 and, after holding 
a series of administrative p osts in North 
Vietnam, he was sent to South Vietnam in 
19 6 7. He said he set up a hosp ital in the 
central hig hlands "where for two y ears I 
treated the wounded and trained medical 
cadres in the face of bombing s and hard­ 
ship s." 
In an interview earlier with Associated 
Press corresp ondent Holg er Jensen. Tan 
claimed that Soviet. Chinese. Cuban. North 
Korean and French “ military strateg ists" 
were advising the North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong forces fig hting in South Vietnam. 
The F'rench were soldiers who had been 
cap tured in tlw 19 46 -54 Indochina war. he 
said.

Governor' s Wife 
Dislikes Politics 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (A Pi - Gov. Ronald Reagan's 
wife, embittered by political attacks on her husband, says 
she hopes he will quit politics after this term as governor 
“ I don’t think I ’d be for it," Nancy Reagan said when 
asked if she would want her 60-year-old Republican husband 
to run for office again 
“ I would hope that he would not," the former movie 
starlet said in a television interview Monday. 
The governor has hinted he might run for the U S Senate 
in 1974 but has said he would not seek a third four-year term 
as governor when his current term expires then 
Mrs Reagan, 46, said she was cautioned by friends before 
Reagan ran for governor in 1966 that “ politics is such a dirty 
field, it’s just dirty and don’t get into this ” 
Mike Boyd of Sacramento’s K(TiA television and radio 
asked her if she has found this to be the case 
“ Yes Yes. Yes, I have,” she replied “ Unfortunately, 
because I’ve always believed that most people are basically 
good and I’m trying very hard to hang onto that But it’s very 
difficult at the moment ’’ 
She said she is particularly bitter about the political 
controversy over the fact that she and Reagan, a millionaire 
from his television acting days didn’t owe any California 
personal income taxes this year becau.se of business losses in 
1970 
“ 1 don’t think I ’ve ever had anything, in the little over four 
years we have been here, react as strongly within me as this 
has,” Mrs Reagan said 
Mrs 
Reagan criticized 
Democratic 
leaders 
in the 
legislature for using the tax issue against her husband Some 
of Reagan s political opponents have pointed out that he 
once opposed payroll withholding of state taxes because he 
believ^ “ taxes should hurt. ” 
"W e did pay taxes,” she said. “ We paid a federal tax. We 
paid $14,000 in property taxes 
We paid over $91,000 in 
state income taxes since we’ve been in Sacramento. That’s a 
lot of money . ” 
She added that Reagan had paid some $2 million in taxes 
over all in his adult, earning life. 
“ We’ve never avoided taxes. We’ve never taken advantage 
of anything.”

The directions originally came from the 
Cannon Homernaking Service “ Start with the sheet inside 
out, held the long way Place a hand in each of the upper 
corners Bring fingers in corners together Turn left corner 
right side out and fit over right corner Now you have one 
corner over the other as a tailor folds a coat, shoulder to 
shoulder. Smooth out sheet’s <‘dges. Now fit the .second set of 
corners one into another Repeat the same action, turning 
left doubled corner inside out and fitting over right doubled 
corner. All four corners are now neatly nestled into one 
corner of four thicknesses. Smooth all edges and place sheets 
on a flat surface Flatten pinket corner Sheet is ready to 
fold neatly into any desired size to fit in your linen 
closet.”

“ Some smart innovator came 
along and dec ided if dolls could 
have permanently-curled hair­ 
dos, why couldn’t real live 
dolls?” says Mrs. Hyman, in 
her recently-published “ Com­ 
plete Guide to Synthetic Hair­ 
pieces & Wigs” 
And, the current wig boom 
stems from these same man- 
made fibers and modacrylics, 
providing the wash-and-wear, 
go-anywhere wigs, wiglets and 
chignons that have multiplied 
the looks available to women 
everywhere, adds the author, 
who also operates a chain of 
beauty salons in the south. 
Back in the early 60s, Mrs. 
Hyman was far removed from 
the world of hairstyles, fashion 
and book publishing, serving as 
a stewardess with Riddle Air­ 
lines, which ran flights to Eu­ 
rope under military contract. 
“ I remember my first flight, 
which was 18 hours via DC-7 to 
Pans. I was so dazzled with the 
city after landing, that 1 decided 
to be a sport and join the other 
stewardesses that night at the 
Moulin Rouge, though I ’d been 
sleepless over 24 hours. Imagine 
my shock when the MC beck­ 
oned me on-stage for a can-can 
sequence.”

Her book offers many tips on 
the care of wigs as well as their 
selection: 
1. Do your own thing—wheth­ 
er its blonde, redhead, brunette 
or frost. And, don’t be afraid to 
switch from dark to light. What­ 
ever your skin tones are there is 
a shade of blonde or platinum to 
go with every complexion. 
2. Analyze your facial fea­ 
tures. If your face is oval­ 
shaped, wear any hairstyle. If it 
is round, a wig will correct it if 
it gives the illusion of length by 
sweeping the hair high on top, 
either covering the ears with a 
flat symmetrical style or expos­ 
ing them. Women with square 
faces, that is square hairlines 
and jawlines, can create the 
aura of length and camouflage 
squareness of features by con­ 
centrating more height on one 
side than the other. 


3. The best wig should be soft, 
cool and comfortable and able 
to hold its shape. The cap itself 
is made of elastic plus nylon or 
cotton and should have a tai­ 
lored cut. The nape should fit 
close, free of gathers. Make 
sure .stitching is clean and no 
loose threads are hanging. 


4. A proper fit is crucial. It 
should be secure, but not bind­ 
ing Have it rest off the hairline 
one-quarter to one-half inch for 
natural 
appearance. 
Temple 
tabs should be lined directly op­ 
posite to avoid the lopsided look. 
Eliminate any bulk in the back 
of the wig by careful tucking.

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Nader Blasts Au tos 


'Crimin al Frau d' Ch arge 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Con­ 
sumer advocate Ralph Nader, 
testifying on auto design before 
the Senate Commerce Com­ 
mittee accused automakers of 
"criminal fraud" then turned 
on the panel for what he said 
was its failure to serve con­ 
sumers 
Nader testified Monday along 
with representatives of the Big 
Three automakers who general­ 
ly opposed provisions of a bill 
that would set federal damage 
standards for autos. 
Spokesmen for Ford. General 
Motors and Chrysler said they 
were having trouble enough 
meeting safety and air pollution 
standards that will boost car 
prices $450 to $600 by 1975. 
They urged Congress not to 
burden t(iem with a "third set 
of goals", that could drive away 
customer^ and severely impair 
the national economy. 


However, they said, the cus­ 
tomer should be allowed to buy 
additional protection against 
damage. 
Nader, too, opposed the bill, 
but as too weak. 
He accused Commerce mem­ 
bers of grovelling before the 
Senate 
Appropriations Com­ 
mittee bv sending it vague bills 
that lack specific funding re­ 
quests for consumer programs, 
thus permitting Appropriations 
to slash the programs at will. 
"I resent it." said Sen. Rob­ 
ert P. Griffin. R-Mich., inter­ 
rupting 
Nader. 
"This com­ 
mittee does not grovel." 
Referring to Nader’s colorful 
language, Griffin said "Frankly, 
I don’t think you need to use 
such statements to get attention 
to your views." 
Nader said the Commerce 
Committee had failed to force 
government agencies to follow 


through 
on 
consumer 
pro­ 
grams. He said the 1966 auto 
safety legislation he built his 
name on was the most effective 
consumer bill ever passed and 
still was a "tragic failure." 
But it was the remark about 
"grovelling ” and his use of the 
phrase "criminal fraud" 
in 
auto designing that touched off 
sharp criticism by Griffin and 
Ted Stevens, R-Alaska. 
Stevens criticized Nader for 
not discussing foreign automak­ 
ers in his testimony, and said 
that he was not giving U.S. 
automakers 
"credit 
where 
credit is due.” 
"You look for the worst in 
people and not what’s good," 
said Stevens. 
"Do you give a burglar credit 
because he doesn’t burglarize 
99 per cent of the time?" said 
Nader. "What kind of nonsense 
is that?" 


Hospital Care Costs Defended 


"Much has been written and 
reported on the high cost of 
hospital care, when actually 
such 
around-the-clock 
care 
which a hospital must provide is 
priced considerably lower than 
around-the-clock work by many 
engaged in the trades,” Ted 
Lloyd, executive director of the 
Missouri Hospital Association, 
Jefferson City, told the Rotary 
Gub at noon Monday at Hotel 
Bothwell. 
He went on to make a 
comparison with the plumbing 
trade with the result that 24- 
hour care in the hospital came 
to about $3.50 per hour, while 
24 hours of work by a plumber 
would cost about $8.67 per 
hour. 
Admitting that hospital care 
did cost more today, Lloyd said 
that 
for 
years 
hospital 
personnel had been underpaid 
and 
they 
were 
currently 
"catching up." He said that 72 
per cent olf hospital revenue 
income from patient care was 
expended for personnel. He also 
pointed 
out 
that 
hospital 
personnel could not be released 
in slack periods, because of the 


necessity of maintaining an 
adequate staff to take care of 
normal to maximum needs. 
He stressed the better care 
extended to hospital patients 
today and the importance of 
good 
records 
such 
as 
are 
maintained on all patients, as 
compared with the inadequate 
records of a few years ago. 
Lloyd concluded by extending 
an invitation to local people to 
visit the Bothwell Hospital and 
learn first hand of the problems 
there and how they are met 
The program was arranged by 
Don 
Feeback, 
Bothwell 
Hospital 
administrator, 
who 
noted in his introduction of the 
speaker that May 10 to 15 was 
National Hospital Week.

Threaten Railway Strike 


CHICAGO (AP) - The Broth­ 
erhood of Railway Signalmen 
says its 13,000 members will 
strike the nation’s railroads 
next week unless a final round 
of meetings beginning today ac­ 
complishes what the past 20 
months of negotiations have 
failed to. 
C.J. Chamberlain, union pres­ 
ident, said Monday the grand 
executive council ordered the 
strike for 6 a.m., local time 
next Monday. The action would 
halt all the nation’s rail service 
including fledgling Amtrak and 
commuter trains, he said. 
A f t e r Chamberlain’s an­ 
nouncement, W.J. Usery Jr., 


assistant secretary of labor, 
said a meeting was scheduled 
for today in Washington among 
representatives of the Labor 
Department, the union and the 
N a t i o n a l Labor Relations 
Board. If no agreement is 
reached, only a court order or 
congressional action could halt 
a strike. 
The union, Chamberlain said, 
is seeking a 54 per cent wage 
increase over three years, ret­ 
roactive to Jan. 1, 1970. The 
signalmen have been operating 
without a new contract since 
that date. 
The union received a 3 per 
cent increase July 1, 1969. 


"It just doesn’t make sense 
that skilled employes must put 
up with substandard rates of 
pay, substandard working and 
living conditions in this day and 
age when their counterparts in 
outside industry ... receive 
from $1.50 to $3.00 per hour 
more,” Chamberlain said. 
The union had called a strike 
for March 5, but President Nix­ 
on ordered a 60-day cooling off 
period and appointed an emer­ 
gency board to investigate the 
dispute. The board recommend­ 
ed pay hikes of up to 42 per 
cent over 42 months. The strike 
ban period ends at 12:01 a.m. 
Saturday.

Given Cheers 


By Her Class

They were cheering a 22- 
year-old woman, blind since 
birth, who had been their stu­ 
dent teacher since January. 
" I’m going to miss them so 
terribly.” Mrs. Franklin said 
Friday as she collected her 
books from Field Elementary 
School. "They treated me just 
like any other teacher ” 


Mrs. Franklin, who taught 
math, music and some lan­ 
guage arts to the 33 youngsters, 
admitted she "could have have 
been a real liability. I could 
have been a blob sitting in the 
back of the classroom.” 
But Mrs. Franklin did the job 
so well she earned an "A ” in 
the student teachers course at 
the Louisville and an informal 
rating of "terrific” from her 
supervisor. Mrs. Elinor Tasch. 
By the end of her first day at 
school, 
Mrs. 
Franklin 
had 
matched up all students’ voices 
and names. 
For the actual classroom 
work, she had braille copies of 
part of the math, spelling and 
English books. Her husband. 
Donald, helped with other read­ 
ing and lent a hand with grad­ 
ing papers. 


Suggest Day For Guthrie 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
-- 
Woody Guthrie, the Dust Bowl 
troubadour whose songs of the 
hobo jungles and underdog 
lived to become anthems of the 
Woodstock Generation, 
may 
have a day named in his honor. 
"Like Yellowstone and Yose- 
mite, many of his songs are 
part of our country’s heritage, ” 
Sen. Fred Harris, D-Okla., said 
Monday in proposing that July 
14 be proclaimed Woody Guth­ 
rie Day. 
One of the most enduring, his 
tribute to the country he tra­ 
versed countless times and in 
countless ways after leaving his 


native Okemah, Okla., is "This 
Land Is Your Land’’—still a fa­ 
vorite of the young. 
Guthrie died in 1967 at the 
age of 55 after years of suffer­ 
ing with Huntington’s disease, 
but "through his songs and his 
writings, his compassion, his 
love of the land and his joy in 
life’s variety live on,” said 
Harris. 
Driven from his native state 
by the Dust Bowl catastrophes 
of the ’30s, Guthrie began his 
lifelong wandering, a raspy­ 
voiced minstrel seeking to ease 
the path of others dispossessed 
like himself. 


Although his fame became 
such that he could have become 
wealthy, he never stayed long 
enough in the show-business 
temples of the big cities to 
make big-time money.

Assn all adopted the position 
that, wherever possible, dietary 
management was preferable to 
administration of oral diabetic

made by these organizations are 
not legally binding, of course

Dr Reginald G Bickford of 
the University of California at 
San Diego described the new 
techniq ue Monday as a kind of 
shorthiind of the mind. He said 
the sy stem can reduce a small 
mountain of brain wave read­ 
ings to one page in less than 
five minutes. 
FJx isting sy stems, he said, re­ 
q uire an average of 150 pages 
to record sim ilar data, which 
tik e an ex pert several day s to 
rt'ad and analy ze. 
Bickford is the head of the 
school’s departm ent of electr(^ 
encephalography —the 
record­ 
ing and study of brain waves. 
He led the research team that 
developed the sy stem, which he 
say s is so graphic that even 
students can easily pick out 
trouble cases.

Readings are taken through 
.scalp contacts from the frontal 
lobes, the parts of the brain 
that control planning and the 
m ost com plicated thought pro­ 
cesses, Bickford .said. The com ­ 
puter then converts the read­ 
ings to close grouped parallel 
lines. 


“ This gives the brain waves 
an appearance of a m ountain 
ninge in three dim ensioas and 
makes it possible to see the im ­ 
portant 
features," 
ex plained 
Bickford. Abnormal brain ac­ 
tiv ity -suc h as that caused by a 
tum or or epilepsy —shows clear­ 
ly as a peak in the graph. 


One advantage of the tech­ 
niq ue is that the readout is 
clear even though the lines are 
tightly 
com pressed 
together, 
Bickford said. “The voluminous 
brain data can be com pressed 
several thousiind tim es so that 
it becomes m anageable," he 
said. 


Bickford said he and his asso­ 
ciates luive been concentrating 
on the “ alpha lines" of brain 
activity , 
the 
recently 
dis­ 
covered peaks that show up 
when the ey es are closed and 
the mind is thought to be at 
rest 


The new sy stem, he said, 
may be able to prove a recent 
medical theory —that the rela­ 
tionship 
of 
the alpha 
wave 
peaks hold the clue to certain 
personality and psy chological 
problem s

William P Rogers that before 
it will reopen the Suez Canal. 
Israel will have to pull back 115 
miles from the waterway and 
within six m onths agree to a 
tim etable for withdrawal from 
all occupied Arab lands 
Tlie Egy ptians also refused to 
commit themselves to allowing 
Israeli ships to use the canal, 
say ing only that they would 
study the q uestion “ within our 
political 
organizations" 
and 
take a stand later. 
President Anwar Sadat on 
Monday night gave this report 
of the talks last week with the 
American secretary of state. 
Sadat spoke to the 36 0-member 
parliam entary com m ittee of the 
ruling 
Arab Socialist Union. 
E gy pt’s only political party . 
“ We told Rogers that with­ 
drawal of Israeli troops in the 
first stage should be hack to El 
Arish, 115 miles east of the can­ 
al," Sadat said. 
Within six m onths of that 
first withdrawal, Sadat contin­ 
ued. IT.N. M ideast envoy Gun- 
nar V. Jarring should set a 
tim etable for a com plete Israeli 
pullout from all occupied Arab 
territory . 
On the Israeli insistence that 
the canal should he opened to 
its shipping. Sadat said he told 
Rogers: “ We will first study it 
within our political organiza­ 
tions before giving y ou an an­ 
swer.

Rogers’ 
M iddle East mission as an ef­ 
fort to move negotiations “ from 
a standstill to an active phase." 


Informed sources in Tel Aviv 
reported Israel might perm it 
small units of Egy ptian police 
to move across to the Israeli- 
occupied east bank but would 
bar Egy ptian troops.

The Missouri Suprem e Court to­ 
day issued its opinion support­ 
ing its May 4 order that barred 
Pem iscot County Clerk John M

day ’s special election ballot. 
The court said there are no 
Missouri court cases supporting 
its position but decisions in oth­ 
er states provide that when an 
official is ousted it is for the 
term to which he was last 
elected. 
“ It is certainly in the public 
interest that ineligible candi­ 
dates be ex cluded from the bal­ 
lot.” the court said in an opin­ 
ion by Associate Judge Law­ 
rence Holman. 
“ This for the reason that if 
such a candidate should receive 
the highest num ber of votes the 
election, in effect, would have 
been a nullity and the county 
and other candidates would be 
put to the ex pense and trouble 
of another election. 
“ And, even if the ineligible 
candidate did not receive the 
higliest num ber of votes there 
would be the undesirable result 
that those who voted for him 
w ere, in effect, disfranchised.”

In his closing argument, chief 
defense counsel Latimer had 
wondered emotionally if Calley 
were not just a scapegoat for 
others, a question others in the 
courtroom to say nothing of the 
nation had discussed among 
themselves. Now it was being 
asked in court 
“ To convict one lieutenant for 
the ills and the vices occurring 
at My Lai will sear the image of 
the Army for all time. This was 
not a one-man carnage. 
“ I ’m proud of the United 
States army and it grieves me 
to see it being pulled apart from 
within. This case is a vehicle 
that is pulling it apart. Someone 
called the wrong signals and 
something went wrong .. Does 
the buckpassing stop with Lt. 
Calley? ” 
In his final address during 
this phase of the trial, Daniel 
said regarding Calley and the 
Vietnamese men, women and 
child victims at My Lai: “ He 
participated, he caused their 
deaths and they died. 
“ There is and there was a 
place known as My Lai 4. It was 
there on 16th March 1968 
There’s no question there’s an 
irrigation ditch. It’s there. The 
trail is there. They exist ... 
There is no dispute—once the 
platoon entered that village all 
they found were unarmed men, 
women, children and babies” 


★ ★ ★ 
Turning to the question of or­ 
ders, Daniel went on: “ The evi­ 
dence clearly shows that the ac­ 
cused cannot rely on any order 
emanating from the briefing of 
15 March 1968 to justify his con­ 
duct because no such order was 
issued ... The accused did not 
receive any order at any time 
that directed him to summarily 
execute those people on the 
north-south trail, the more than 
70 people in the ditch, the man 
in white near the ditch, or that 
child. 
“ A reasonable man would 
know that to put over 70 people 
in that irrigation ditch like a 
bunch of cattle—to do that to 
men, women, children and ba­ 
bies is unlawful. A reasonable 
man would know it. There can 
be no justification, and there is 
none, gentlemen” 
In an hour and 25-minute 
charge to the jury. Judge Ken­ 
nedy discussed the legal mean­ 
ing of presumption, reasonable 
doubt, circumstantial dvidence. 


premeditation and told the pan­ 
el that “ you must base your de­ 
cision on the facts as you re­ 
member hearing them in open 
court.” 
For the next 13 days, the jury 
wrestled with the facts of the 
case. They were required to 
vote by a majority of at least 4-2 
to convict Calley. Unlike civil­ 
ian courts, a unanimous verdict 
was not required. 
At 2:25 p.m., Monday, March 
29, the jury sent out an enve­ 
lope 
They asked the judge 
which of them should stand and 
which remain seated while de­ 
livering the verdict. Kennedy 
advised them that only the fore­ 
man need rise. At 3:28 p.m. a 
second sealed envelope reached 
the judge—and this one an­ 
nounced a verdict after 80 hours 
of deliberatioas 
Kennedy ar­ 
ranged to hear it at 4:30 p.m 
Calley arrived at the court­ 
house at 3:45 p.m. 
At 4:29 p.m., the jury filed 
into the courtroom, led by Col. 
Ford, the ranking officer and 
foreman. Behind him came the 
four majors and the single cap­ 
tain. All kept their eyes straight 
ahead, and did not look in Cal- 
ley’s direction. 
“ Have you reached a ver­ 
dict?” Kennedy inquired, his 
voice betraying no emotion. 
“ We have, your honor, ” re­ 
plied Ford in a ready voice 
“ Col. Ford, will you rise and 
read the verdict,” Kennedy in­ 
structed. 
It took Ford four minutes to 
read the verdict—guilty of the 
premeditated murder of at least 
one unresisting Vietnamese on 
the trail, at least 20 in the ditch, 
and the man in monk’s robes, 
and guilty of assault with intent 
to kill the child fleeing the ditch. 


“ Take your seat, Lt. Calley, ” 
Kennedy directed as Ford fin­ 
ished 
The 
defendant 
shipped a 
smart salute at Ford, did an 
about-face and returned to his 
seat as the jury left the room 
On Tuesday, March 30, the 
day following the verdict, at 
1:53 p.m., the six jurors re­ 
turned once more to the court­ 
room and the penalty phase of 
the trial got under way 
First to address the panel and 
to plead ^ or mercy for (’alley 
was Richard Kay, the second of 
the two civilian defense law­ 
yers. He demanded of the jury. 
“ What was his motive? Have 
you heard anyb(xiy refer to Lt. 
Calley as some sort of homicid­ 
al maniac'^ What was his mo­ 
tive? Search your hearts and 
try to search the heart of Lt. 
(’alley. What was his motive 
. . . 1 do hope when you go into 
your jury room to deliberate on 
a sentence, you’ll permit a sev­ 
enth person in there with you - 
Almighty God.” 
Then Latimer arose from the 
counsel table for the young de­ 
fendant, who was born while the 
courtly lawyer was a combat of­ 
ficer in World War II.

System Adequate? 


.Joplin is bruised and battered. A 
tornado did thousands of dollars 
worth of damage, injured many 
people and took the life of one. 


Yet, .Joplin can be thankful. It 
survived, and has the assurance of 
an 
emergency-tested 
severe 
weather warning system. 


Sedalians can view the .Joplin 
tragedy in several ways: 
with 
extreme gratitude that it didn’t 
happen here; with sorrow for the 
suffering and loss caused by last 
week’s storm; and with nagging 
appreheasion that maybe Sedalia’s 
warning system isn’t as affective as 
.Joplin’s. 


Right at the moment, no one 
here is certain that it is. That 
includes Civil Defense officials. 
Sedalia has five sirens, the most 
powerful of them at the Missouri 
National Guard armory. The four 
others are scattered around town 
and are smaller. It is doubtful that 
they would ever reach the recently- 
annexed areas. 


There are some sections 
of 
Sedalia even now which must be 
patrolled by police when severe 
weather is indicated and, should 
danger appear imminent, police 
sirens would have to be used to 
supplement 
the 
Civil 
Defen.se 
sirens. 


Twisted Ecology 


An example of how the ecol­ 
ogy movement can be distorted 
to suit aims that may be far dif­ 
ferent is demonstrated in the May 
issue of The American Rifleman, 
a publication of the National Rifle 
Association. 


Rightly deploring the use of 
poisons to control predators, the 
article 
urges 
that 
landowners 
utilize “ the swelling number of 
licensed 
hunters 
who 
take 
predators with firearms as a test of 
skill.’’ (Eklitor’s note: “ take” is the 
hunter’s euphemism for “ kill.” ) 


The article is correct in opposing 
indiscriminate use of poisons. This 
practice, incidentally, is believed 
responsible for the deaths of 11 


rare bald eagles and four golden 
eagles a few days ago near Casper 
Wyo. 


But why not go a step further, 
and 
point 
out 
what 
growing 
numbers of conservationists and 
ecologists are saying: 
that the 
systematic killing of predators — 
coyotes, mounUiin lions, wildcats, 
foxes, etc. 
is a threat to the 
continued existence of some of 
these species, a practice out of all 
proportion to the real problem. 
Other, selective ways of controlling 
predators can be adopted that are 
more ecologically sound. 
And as for that hunter’s “ test of 
skill,” let him prove that to himself 
against a target.

Police (’hief William Miller .said 
last week Iwal officials were in the 
prcK-ess of revising and updating 
the city’s storm and disa.ster plan. 
He 
suggested, 
with 
some 
hesitation, that a full-scale blast of 
every siren in town be tried to see 
how far they would reach. 


Officials are reluctant to do this 
bc'cause such a test might frighten 
people or disrupt regular business. 
However, it appears better to us to 
be a little frightened than end up 
prematurely dead. 


The sirens we have now were 
purchased through donated funds. 
Before a twister slashes through 
Sedalia the way it did in.Joplin, we 
recommend 
that 
some 
serious 
thought b(* given toward drumming 
up more cash to up-date the 
present emergency alert system.

It was standing room only for 2*2 hours 
at the afternoon health care subcommittee 
hearing in Geveland’s federal building.

Hoover Used Agents 
To Write His Books

WASHINiiTON 
That tireless guardian 
of the nation’s morals. J Edgar Hoover, 
has collected more than $250,000 in 
royalties from three books researched and 
ghostwritten for him by EBI agents on 
government time 


This is an offen.se. if it had been 
committed by .some other government 
official, that the FBI might have bt'en 
a.sked to investigate 
For the money 
rightfully 
should 
have 
gone 
to 
the 
taxpayers, who paid the salaries of the FBI 
re.searchers and writers. 


In defease of Hoover, friends .say he 
turned over the pr<x‘eeds to his favorite 
charities. They cited the J. Edgar Hoover 
Foundation, 
whose 
records 
we 
immediately 
inspected. 
No 
royalty 
payments nor cash donations were listed 
from the F'BI chief. 


We also determined that royalty checks 
were made out to Hoover personally, not to 
charities. 


Of the three books, the biggest money 
maker was “ Masters of Deceit. ” published 
in 1958 by Holt (not Holt. Rinehart and 
Winston), which sold almost 250,(K)0 copies. 
Then it was bought up by Pocketbook. 
which sold two million paperback copies. 


In 1964. Warner Brothers paid Hoover a 
reported $50.(K)0 for the movie rights, 
although no movie was ever made of the 
book Insiders suggest the payment was 
intended to butter up the old bear so he 
would permit Warner Brothers to film the 
popular TV series, “ The FBI ” 


Again, the taxpayers, not Hoover, should 
have been paid for the TV rights to FBI 
stories. For the FBI. after all, is a 
government agency, not Hoover’s private 
police. 


The 
FB I 
chief’s 
book, 
“ Study 
of 
Communism,” published by Holt in 1962, 
sold some 125,000 copies And a paste-up 
collection of Hoover’s siiyings, published 
by Random House as a book entitled “ On 
Communism.” sold around 40,000 copies. 


Insiders say the man who authored 
Hoover’s best prose is Special Agent F7 C. 
Stukenbroeker. a talented Ph.D., whose 
sinewy writing would have made him a fine 
author in his own right, iitukenbroeker 
gulped out an “ of course I can’t say 
anything about that, ” when we asked him 
how much of the three Hoover books he 
had written and whether he received a 
bonus for them. 


The research for the three books, we also 


have learned, was done on government 
time by FBI employes. They drew heavily 
from the files of the domestic intelligence 
division, an ex-FBI bigwig told us. The 
arrangements for the books and the TV 
series were also handled largely by FB I 
men on government time.

Federal Infiltrators — Hundreds of 
federal agents, dressed in hippie garb, 
infiltrated 
the 
recent 
antiw ar 
demonstrations 
in 
Washington. 
Most 
effective were the narcotics agents, who 
speak the language of the drug culture and 
wear their hair long and unkempt as a 
regular guise. They submitted handwritten 
reports, charging hawkers sold drugs 
instead of hot d(^s to the crowds and 
sexual intercourse was a spectator sport. 
They reported that some of the LSD was 
diluted with strychnine, causing serious 
illnesses. One report quoted Rennie Davis, 
the demonstration leader, as planning to 
dress radical girls as tourists, provide them 
with cans of lighter fluid and have them set 
fires in government buildings. 


Nixon’s News — We have had access to 
President Nixon’s private news digests for 
la.st week. We found an occasional personal

indicated 
the 
paper was seeking a national award. And a 
Buchanan aide, reporting on a George 
Wallace TV appearance, noted that the 
performance was smooth but that Wallace 
spoke from the “ gut.” On the whole, 
however, we found the presidential news 
summaries 
carefully 
objective. 
Most 
stories were boiled down to the bare bones, 
but the total impact was comprehensive. 


Heroin Smuggling - The Customs 
Bureau has ordered a thorough search of 
returning GIs and incoming parcels from 
Vietnam to curb the flow of super-grade 
Saigon heroin into this country. Insiders 
tell us, however, that some GIs send heroin 
home in first-class envelopes, which have 
been ironed so they will go through the 
mails without detection. Others dip their 
writing paper in a heroin water solution. 
After it dries, they write seemingly 
innocent letters which can be moistened 
and squeezed for heroin injections. Then 
the letters can be shredded and smoked in 
cigarettes or pipes. 


Postal Nepotism — The Post Office has 
developed a new form of nepotism. When 
Assistant 
Postmaster 
General 
James 
Hargrove testified on Capitol Hill recently, 
he took along his brother Clyde as counsel. 
The Post Office told us, however, that 
Clyde Hargrove made little profit from the 
appearance: a token $1 fee. 


Foreign Aid — Pete Peterson, the 
President’s 
international 
economics 
adviser, made a strong foreign aid appeal 
to GOP congressional leaders the other day 
behind closed White House doors. He 
described the economic and educational 
needs of underdeveloped countries. For 
instance, he told the leaders that only 
about 5 per cent of the population of 
underdeveloped countries ever reach high 
school.

‘Hands Off’ 
Philosophy 
Selective

NEW YORK (AP) — Although easily 
understood as a humane or even as a 
political gesture, the effort by the Nixon 
administration to guarantee a $25a-million 
loan to Lockheed Aircraft can hardly be 
equated with its philosophy. 


Either 
that, 
or the philosophy 
is 
changing to accommodate the very difficult 
realities of an economy in transition, as sug­ 
gested by some recent actions. 


The philosophical stance referred to has 
been publicly avowed on numerous oc­ 
casions in the past two or three years. It 
has been restated and upheld as basic 
Nixon dogma. It seeks a hands-off policy in 
regard to the free market. 


In its pure form, the free market would 
permit wages and prices to seek their own 
level, 
with 
the 
most 
efficient 
and 
productive workers and companies being 
the most rewarded and successful and long- 
lived. 


In keeping with its beliefs for example, 
the administration has steadfastly refused 
to 
become 
involved 
in 
wage-price 
guideposts, even though intense inflation 
has persisted beyond the timetable set for 
its rout. 


The market must, so far as is possible, be 
permitted to operate in accord with the 
law of supply and demand; interference 
by big government, with exceptions, brings 
waste and dislocations. That has been the 
belief, honored as if sacred. 


The philosophy was expressed a few 
weeks ago by George Shultz, the budget di­ 
rector, in a speech to the Economic Club 
of Chicago. 


The federal government, he said, “ will 
seek to create a climate in which a free 
economy can expand steadily and solidly 
without domination by government.” 


Has the philosophy been adhered to? 


In regard to the dominant issue, that of 
governmental intervention in wage and 
price settlements, there has been a weak­ 
ening. While remaining firm in its aver­ 
sion to formal wage-price guideposts. it 
has been acting up. 


Statements on construction wages, steel- 
labor negotiations, automobile price tags 
are among examples of increased use of 
presidential influence. But there has been 
no clear renunciation on the credo, and it 
is difficult to imagine there will be. 


In the Lockheed case it seeks aid for a 
company that has been unable to compete 
financially. 
Many 
arguments 
can 
be 
summoned to defend the move, that so 
many jobs are at state, that national 
defense demands its survival, and that the 
problems are only temporary. 


All the arguments may to some degree 
have merit, but they just don’t fit the 
philosophy. The suspicion that many 
scholars have today is that perhaps more 
government management is indeed needed, 
like it or not.
